They promised tf reduce the price of 

binder twine and now! the farmer pays 

15: for his tavine wher a} few years 
azo h paid ids and 12c. Mr. Bennetit’s 

inference is one thing; the facts of 

th4 case arg another. As a matter of 
t the present government did re- 

Cuce the duties on twine, and it is 
equally a fact that twine cost more 
this season than in 1899. But 
what Mr. Bennett did not tell his 
hearers was that twine and ‘other 
iibreg had advanced inf the factories of 
the United States and Canada owing 
to the Philippine war. just as the 
price o7 horse flesh advanced in Can- 
ada on arcount of the South African 
war, and that if the duty had not been 
reduced the consumer would have 
paid as much as, he now does and 
enough more te cover that duty. At 
the Fort Saskatchewan meeting Mr. 
Bennett! told: the: meeting that the re- 
duction in duty did not aiffect' them; 
that all th.ir twina was bouxht in Cane 
ada.

We have been asked to publish \ ‘the 
regulations regarding the entries for 
homesteads. The latest enactments 
are that a settley who bas been grant- 
edj an) entry fora homestead is requir- 
ed by the provisions of tha Dominion 
Lands Act and the{ameudments there- 
to to perform the conditions connect- 
ed therewith, under one of the follow- 
ing’ plans:

Writing from Palm: station on Aug. 
jdth to P, C. Campbell here, Dave 
Adams, one of “Edmoniton’s wall known 
men now in South Afrioa\. gives the 
following information. Private Adams 
was for a numberof years in the police 


force, and no better man could have 
been found for the work which the 
Mounted Rifles have had te do in 
Africa, ' 


I take ‘this opportunity of writing time on Wednesday 


you and letiting’ you know thai I am 
alive and well. and that means a lot 
in this country, as about half of our 
men are in the hospital from one 
cause and another, There are, at pres- 
ent only about 15 men of our Edmon- 
ton contingent here at the front. Jack 
Russel], Billy Guiesbach and Alex. Mc- 
Cauley are among them, also Fred 
Jamieson, Bly and Fred are good, 
plucky boys. I have not seen Torbes 
Gront sinte after wa left Bloemfontein, 
I have heard that he was in the h.9- 
(pital, (We have had a ghiod share ‘of 
esraipying apd have had ‘good lucké as 
we have not lost a mary as yet killed 
in battle. Wood, who was fermerly in 
the H. B. empioy, died some time ago 
at Bloemfontein aud another (young 
fellow whose name I forget, from 
Buffalo late, died down in Cape Col- 
ony. Alez. McCauley stands it well, 
but is verry tired: of it. We are located 
here between IMiddileburg and Belfast, 
about 20 miles from the latter place 
or ‘the line of railway. Wei patrol 16 
miles farther and meet Gen. French's 
ssouts who are on our right. We 
exchange compliments daily with the 
Boers aad have jvts of fun, snipiug at 
one cnother at long range. As near 
as we can find Gut we are just hold- 
ing this position™untii they ar ready 
fog ‘the last! general advance, I think 
whisnl this move is made the war will 
be over—at any rate for us, as the few 
Boers who retreated northward will 
be looked after by the regular troops. 
Three train loads of women and chil- 
dren have gone through here in the 
past two days for the Boer laager. ‘The 
British have been finding for ‘them 
since the fall of Pretoria and their 
husbands are in the fighting line ahead 
ofus. It will add to the Boer burdens 
to look after the women as well as 
themselves. We are not sure where 
the Boers are concentrating. Belfast 
and Machadodorp are the places spok- 
en of ae their probable headquarters, 
We expect ta move forward in, a day 
or two. We have not: had a heavy en- 
gagemen’, since July 16th, . when 
Lieats. Borden and Burch were killed. 
We expect to have anaqther good scrap 
when we line up the next time, I hope 
you will hear of the end of the war 
befare you get this, as I dread the 
rainy season. We have had beautiful 
weather all through since we left 
Rloemiontein—a little cold at night, 
but nothing to burt a Norinwester. 
At one stage of the game we were 
frequently hungry and ran pretty low 
for wearing apparel, but we have © 
new outiit of clothes and are getting 
plenty toe eat at present. Though we 
have seen) all of the country I prefer 
the Northwest to any. of it. That it is 
a rich, country, is certain, but it is out 
ola poor’s man’s reach. I think there 
be hard times here for some time

ROUGH TIME FOR ROOSEVELT. 

Governor Roosevelt had an exciting 
while speaking 
at Victor, Colo. He had succeeded in 


' finishing his remarks, though there 


Was an eVident inten*ion among those 
present that he should@ not do so. When 
the governor left the hall with his 
party to go toward the train, he cas 
surrounded Ly a political company in 
rough riders’ uniforms, commanded 
by. Sherman; Bell, one of hi: owr sold- 
iers in the Spanish’ war, - svernor 
Roosevel{ and his’ party. we: on foot! 
A crowd of boys aad men bejan throw 
ing stones and shouting for Bryar. 
The rough riders, mounted and un- 
mounted, closed in around the gover 
nor. One made a personal attack. up- 
on Governer Roosevelt and succeeded 
in striking him with a stick in the 
hreast. The assailant owas immedi- 
ately knocked down! by Dan Sullivan, 
postmaster at Cripple Creek. A rush 
was then made by the mob to drag 
the mounted men in the khaki uni¥4 
forms from their horses. The menj on 
foot nilso in kh2ki closed around}/the 
governor, raking a wedge , which 
pushed ‘through the crowd, and they 
finally succeeded in, gaining the train, 
which was surrounded by a mob., 

By this time there were probably 
1,000 or 1,500 excited Leople in the 
vicinity, and fights were on al sides, 
many of the mob were armei with 
sticks and clubs, some with rotten 
potaitoes, eggs andj lemons. ‘he part- 
ty regained the train, however, with- 
out serious injury, and jt pulled out 
of the place with the rough riders on 
the car platforms. . {

BOER DEFEAT IS COMPLETE. 

That the end 03 the war in Africa’ is 
now, in sight is clearly shown from 
day to day by the despatches preving 
the utter demoratization of the enet 
my’s forces. One correspondent des- 
eribes the scenes of devastation and 
wilful destruction. of guns and amt 
munition rather then Jet them fall in- 
tof the hands of jhe victorious British 
as follows: ' A 

‘The er defeat is cdmplete. By 
dint. of hard riding, fromt Barberton, 
your correspondent ‘overtoak,  iirst, 
General (Ian MHamil.-:;'- division, 
then that of Gen. Pr.tey arew, and 
finally entered Koomai Poort. Not a 
shot was fired, nor was a Boer seen 
during, the march. Evidences of the 
enemy’s destructiveness’ was every- 
where to be seen. Br’ zes had been 
dynamited, stores, \buiidings and 
thonesteads losted and burned, as has 
been also railway property, all chief 
stations being mere masses of smokt- 
ing’ cuina, among them Kaap Muiden, 
Hectorspruit, and Kocnmati Poort. At 
the last place there is an enormous 
area over whick the Boers have 
wroughit desitructfon, The devas‘ation 
includes hundreds of wagons, trucks 
aud (farriages, which have been 
Hurned, together with all kinds of 
stores, clothing, ammunition, foraze 
and provisions, such as sugar, coffee, 
rice, flour \and stationery, Thous- 
ands of tons, indeed, are still ‘burn- 
inig' : 
Gen. Pole-Carew has secured hun- 
dreds of locomotives. The whole of 
the Selati railway line(is simply block- 
ed with. roliing stock. 
from (Parberton I saw at Hector 
Spruit the burst Boar guns and det 
stroyed stores, In Crocodile river there 
were visible literally acres of damaged 
guns, ammunition wagons, ‘dynamite 
detonators and war stores of ‘every 
sort. Ait Koomajti Poort there were 
besides burning stores, yhundreds of 
tons of ammunition, all kinds of ¢aips, 
gunrowder and other explosives, and 
ready fused shelis for guns, from the 
pointpum to the six iuch. broken rifles 
and cannon.
